became an expert In ptucrn-mttkin- and thecastings Itom his wors, young as he was, were

About the year 18;il! he went Into business on
his own account, at I'rattsvillo, Now York. A
few years after this lie went to Savannah, (!:.,
with shinple mtichinery. Kcturnintr to New
York city, he engaged in the inamifactuno of
artificial limbs, and subsequently In making h:iy
and cotton presses of Ins own invention, liewas also engaged there as a mechanical engi-
neer. About the year 1849 he came to Phifa-delph-

ia

and opened a patent agency oflice inBock street, and at the siunc time commencedthe publication of the Jianner of the, Union.This paper be continued until 1H53, when he
removed to Catskill, New York, sold it oat, andcommenced the American Jiaie. While pub-lishing this paper he was deprived of his press,
and immediately commenced his inventions Inprinting machinery. Working hard be fitted upa press on which to strike oil' the next copy ofthe paper. It was a wooden cylinder, workedby a band crank.

Alter this he turned his whole attention to
the invention of his inceuioue machine. In
lHGti he went to New Yoik city, and spent three
years there In constructing his first machine,
and In trying to perfect it and the feeding appa-
ratus refei red to. In 18.)!) he removed to Pitts-
burg, where he associated himself with several
others, and, commenoed buildine printing
machines according to Ins latest model. There
are nine of these machines now in ue. As a
man, be was noted tor his gentle manners, and
at the same time he possessed great force of
character and will. He was never disheartened
by difficulties, delays, or obstructions. By his
death the country loses a valuuble mechanical
genius.
